POLITICS AND THE JUDICIARY. 


‘We have heard a deal of nonsense about 
precedents and traditions, that should have 
the force of ‘‘ unwritten law,” forbidding 
the election of- the same man to a third 
térm in the same official position, however 
competent he may. have proved himself, or 
however valuable his experience > may: have 
been. It is difficult to-find logic for the 
support of .any such law, written» or un- 
written, or any such precedert. or 
tradition, whether real. or. imaginary. 
But “there is. a principle, . which, 
without ‘being. embodied “in any : law, 
or being exactly'a matter of tradition or of 
precedent, ought to be. made effective by a 
force of ‘public opinion ‘as powerful as any 
of these. It is that the judiciary should be 
above’ the influences ‘of: parties;and that 
Judges should have no part or lot in politi- 
cal contests.. When aman fit for the posi- 
tion is placed upon the Bench, if he’ does 
not consider the judicial career a perma- 
nent one for himself, it ought, at all events 
while he is in it, to take him out of politics. 
If is the chief misfortune of an elective 
jadiciary that it introduces an element 
of nycertainty into the tenure of a Judge's 
position, and makes its retention not altd- 
gether dependent on the ‘choice or the offi- 
cial merit of the incumbent. To place the 
ermine wholly out of reach of the dust of 
the political‘arona, it should be bestowed by 
a method. of selection in which all sonsider- 
ations but those: of: fitness should be so far 
as possible excluded, and, once put on, the 
wearer should be under no temptation to 
soil its purity through doubt of ‘retaining it 
so long as. it is worthily. worn. . Unfortu-’ 
nately, the Judges of this and some other 
States are chosen for a term. of years by the 
party commanding a majority of votes at 
the time a place on the Bench’ falls vacant,

There is‘no doubt that white men ate pe- 
culiarly susceptible to~ certain: diseases.

Consumption, which 
in our climate causes. 20. per cent. of. all 
tunerals,,is almost exclusively. disease of 
the white'races. Who ever heard of a ne- 
gro, or even of as y Spaniard or South 
Italian dying of softening of the brain ? 
The white tace certainly has a peculiar sus- 
eéptibility to these and other diseases, and 
wé6 have & rightito assume that its whiteness 
is at fault. 

Tt has.only lately been discovered that the 
white man has a fatal effect upon colored 
races. We havealways boasted with a good 
deal of pride’ that. black, red, and yellow 
men must’ melt away in the presence of 
white people, because the latter are the su- 
perior trace. . With: equal, justice we might 
claim that the yellow fever patient,in whose 
presente other people contract yellow fever 
and perish, is of a race-that is stronger and 
higher inthe stale ofl olvilisasion than are 
his unfortunate neighbors. The white man 
causes the colored races to vanish because 
his presenceis unwholesome. On the River 
Amazon there are certain tribes which are 
friendly to the whites, but. which.are rapid- 
ly perishing, merely: because of contact 
with. the white race. “Whenever a white 
man visits one’of these Indian villages, an 
epidentic fever, ‘ending in consumption, 
breaks out. . On,.the Island of Tristan 
@Acunha;the same phenomenon. has been 
observed. .
